• The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted with one correction. 

• Weed treatment flnancing: Spy Pond will need a full weed treatment in 2013 and possibly also treatment for algae, 
and the Res will need harvesting of water chestnuts. A total of $58,000 from the water bodies fund has been spent or 
encumbered this year on the various water bodies in Arlington, so we will have to go to the Finance Committee again, 
soon after our January meeting. Teresa (DPW) recommends asking for $50,000 again. Brad will ask her to get 
estimates from ACT, and Steve will ask to get on the Finance Committee agenda. 

• Fertilizer flyer: Dick brought samples of last year’s flyer. The text can he re-used with just a few changes: a more 
legible font for the header, corrected spelling of “phosphorus,” and corrected dates: EcoFest March 23, Trails Day 
May 11. 


Brad has door hangers and refrigerator magnets left over from the catchbasin project years ago; he will bring samples to the next 
meeting to see if they can he used now. 


• Jacob reported that the dredging of Morse’s Pond in Wellesley will cost about $1 million. The pond is about the size 
of Spy Pond hut is used for swimming. Wellesley officials are willing to meet with us to discuss the project. Jacob 
will ask them for a copy of the report which recommended the dredging..
